I, the undersigned hereby Declare: 

1. I am the attorney of record for the above-listed application ("Application"), and it 
is my responsibility to prosecute this application with the United States Patent Office. 

2. In the second week of June, 2Q05, 1 was provided documents from Madeline 
Francavilla ('Madeline"), one of the inventors for the application. Madeline 
communicated to me that the documents were meeting notes from meetings she 
participated in during May and June of 1997.
